Examination.

THEY ARE PREPARING A PETITION

Asking That a Microscopic Analysis of the
Water be Made by the Council-
mani¢c Committee,

T0 BE PRESENTED BY DR. BREWSTER.

Oplnions of Bapressoistive Citisens on the Resalt of the
Committee's Work.

The result of the chemical analysis of the
SBouthside water has created so much dis-
satisfaction on that side of the riverithat a
petition is being prepared, which Dr.
Brewster, Councilman o7 the Twenty-ainth
ward, will be asked to present to Counciis,
asking that & microsconics]l analysis be
made. Expressions of dissatisinction could
be heard on 51l sides yesterday. The eiti-
gens are greatly stirred up over the matter
and it is safe to say that when the committee
meets next Ssturday it will not need to in-
vitethe Southsiders to state their grievances,
They will be present and will oot wait for
the invitation.

The chie! objection to the work of the In-
vestigating Committee is the fact that they
secured a chemical apalysis of the water,
**Not only as s Councilman, but as a citizen
I will not be satisfied with that kiod of an
investieation,” sald Dr. Brewster, last
night. “The chemicals that were used in
making the examination may have killed
the very matters that were expected to be
found., Then sgain organic matter, the im-
purities which contain the most dangerons
disease germs,

CANNOT BE DETECTED

by # chemical snalysis. So I cannot see
what good the examination has been. We
are just where we were. AMr. Atterbury has
alwavs said the Monongahela water was the
second inquulits and purity in the country,
and I suppose we will have to acoept it as
euch now. Butwe have had microscopic
snalysis of the water before, and we know
better,”

Drr. MeCorld, Councilman from the Thir-
fieth ward, is not very well pleased either.
He has no fault to fod with the chemist,but
has grave doubts as to the condition of the
water irom the standpoint of purity. The
water containg much that the chemists said
nothing abont, snd he is oot at sll satisfied
with the report of the chemists,

A. A, Alles, the real estats agent, said:
*I dou't eare what the resull of the exsmi-
pation is, I am satisfied the water isbad. I
have lost tenants through . People have
rented hooses from me and have woved to
the hill distriets, to the Old City or Alle-
gheny. Mauy have moved away agaiu and
others thresten to go. The long and short
of it is, the condition of the water is a
hindrancejto the real estate business on this
side anl it will not improve usntil they give
us better water.

REAL ESTATE DEPRECIATING.

“T know 1 have lost sales of property
throvgh it, and it erops out wms one of the
difficult questions 40 answer in every deal
we make, especially with people coming
from any other section of the city.”

C. E. Suceop said he could not see where
the benefit would come Irom the present ex-
amination. He had all respect for the
chemists who did the work, but in his judg-
ment g wistake bad beern made by the com-
mittee in orderiug a chemical spalysis. An.
other thing he noticed, that these examina-
tions are invariably made when the river is
high and when the water is in its best con-
dition. There can be no question as to the
water's condition, but T suppose this is an-
other of those pericdical agitations that
spring up for a time ard then die away
without resulting in any good, and the peo-
ple must continue to use bad water.

The position of Dr. E. A. Mundorf is so
wall known that & eall npon him was
unoecessary. He has made several miero-
scopical anulyses of the Soutnside water,
taken (rom various points and et differenc
periods of the year, when the water was in
varions conditions. He hbas made the
Southside water almost a life study, and in
u recent interview with a Disratcm
revorter said the water was so full of
organic matter, and the econditions sur~
rounding it such that the eity never will
get & pure supply of water without going to
some one of the lakes for it.

ALL ARE DISSATISFIED.

Several other citizens were spoken to,
All were dissatisfied with the result of the
present examination, and even intimated
that it 8 pew analvsis is not ordered, they
will start & popular subseription lor the
purpose of collecting funds to bave a micro-
scopic annlysis made. And they will not
get the work done in Pittsburg, either.
Samples will be procured when the riveris
in its ordinary condition, and they will be
sent awsy for exsmination, leaving those
who do the work in total ignorance of where
the samples come from, or why the examina-
tion is being made.

It wiil not be difficult to raise the smount
of money necessary to do this.- There are
citizens on the Sounthside who are so dis
couraged over the water question that they
will go to slmost any extreme if there are
auy prospects lor an improvement in sight.
They raised enough money a week or two
ago in ball & day’s time to put down a test
weil to be drilled in the Twonty-sixth ward
and work on the well will be conmen
this week, The well will be drilled on
Sarsh street, near the Twenty-sixth ward
schoolbouse.

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Pittsburg Leads Several hm
Cities in Typhoid Fever Cases.

SUMMER TRIPS END IN SICKNESS.

The Disease Slowly Retreating Before
Btroet Improvements.

WELLS RESPOSSIBLE FOR MUCH OF IT

There is some consternation in Phila-
delphia over the prominence of typhoid
fever, but though the disease is much more
prevalent in this city than in that of Broth-
erly Love, it would appear that our people
are too bury lo notice its ravages. Deaths
from typhoid fever in Philadelphin for the
week ending last Saturday were 25 and for

the week preceding that 14, and a promi.
nent physician asks the press to ascertain
the localities most affected and the cause.
Complaint is made that Philadelphia shows
up badly in comparison with New York, the
former averaging ten deaths n week from
typhoid fever while New York has but
four. Itis explained that in New York,
Baltimore and some other cilies diseases are
accurntely classified, while in Philadelphia
typhoid fever cases are lumped with several
other kindred diseases,

A Philadelphia health official makes the

explanation of the doubling of Philadel-
phia’s rate that the incresse is usual at
this time of year, and he thinks it is partly
due to people bringing the diseass with

them from summer resorts aod dying in
Philadelphia. He thinks fishing excur-
sions, fonl pumps in the country, moon-
light boating, sitting out 1n the damp air of
evening, change of diet and many other
causes dificult to specify are responsible.
He regards the city water as healithy. Dr.
Heory Leffmann agreed in the main with
Heslth Officer Turner, but added that the

persentage had fallen off sinee the Nine-
teenth, Twentieth and Thirty-first wards of
Philadelphia had been supplied with water
from the Schuylkill instend of from the
Delaware,

SOME UNPLEASANT DATA.

Some very interesting, but very un-
pleasant information, was gotten on the sub-
ject from Messrs, MeEwen and McKee, of
the Health Bureau, of this eity. The
unpleasant feature is that thongh this 15
usually regarded as & very healthy city, it
appears that it ordinarily averages s much
higher typhoid rate than Philadelphia.
For the week ending the 6th iost. there
were 11 deaths, which is over 300 per cent.
greater than the Philadelphia rate and
something like 2,000 per cent. greater than
the New York rate. There have been
reported to the Pitisburg Health Bureau as
nigh as 44 new cases of typhoid in seven
days, one doctor reporting nine cases in one
day. There has been a diminution of the
disease this week, only five cases having
been reported since Tuesday.

What appear to be, beyond s doubt, the
eauses of the disease were pointed out by
Mr. McEwen. Fewer cases develop in the
lower part of the Old City, and in the
crowded sections of the lower Southside
wards, than in the elegantly upholstered
East End, and the reasons appear to be that
the sewernge and natural drainage of the
lower ward, where putridity is popularly
supposed to exist in a chronic state, is much
better than 1n the East End, nnd then, too,
in some parts of the latter considerable well
water is drank. The Eighteenth ward,
lrnueg'n of wh‘ieh is hilly and lhi;::ly aettlad&
urnishes a large rtion of the ¢ an
in this ward mucﬂzlol water is u:&'“,

The immunity of the dirty part of the
eity, to which Mr. McEwen refers, was no-
ticed 40 years ago. Old residents remember
that in 1854 there was very little cholera
about the point, while what was the East
End then was scourged seferely.

WELL WATER AND DISEASE.
‘While it does not follow that erowdin
people together and accnmulations ot oﬂ‘ﬁ
are healthy, it does argue that good drain-
age and the drinking of river water are
healthier than a suburban paradise lackiog
in sewers, and where a considerable por-
tion of the people persist in drinking well

water. Not long since the health officials’
attention was directed to the un-
healthiness of a section on Conrad

street. They found that the people drank
water from an old well that had once been
noted for the purity of its water. They
further found that a considerable portion of
the waste water from two streets percolated
into the well, so that the people were in
effeet mixing sewage with their drink. The
Health Bureau has no power to remedy the
nuisance, but it has asked the Street De-
vartment to take coguizance and have the
well filled up. . .

It is encournging to know that the general
health of the city was better last August
than in August, 1880. In that mooth there
were 487 cuses of typhoid fever, diphtheria,
soarlet fever and soarlatina, while there
were but 251 cases of these ﬁlseuu in Aun-
gust of this year,

Lawrenceville is one of the sections of
the city that suffers [requently from typhoid
tever, and it" has become unpleasantly fre-
quent recently. The streets in that district
are reported in bad condition by Superin-
tendent Baker, of the Bureau of Health,
and he has asked John L. Hunter, of the
Burean of Hizhways and Sewers, to have
the green scam that costs the mud and
stagnant water washed away and the streets
thoroughly cleaned. Mr. Huuter promised
to attend to the matter, but he thinks the
case has been overstated and that the streets
are not so filthy as reported, He says most
of the strests complained of have been
cleaned and thinks the emerald scum com-
plained of can only be existing on Thirty-
second street where the water bas been
backed up by the choking ot sewers, which
he says will be cleaned in a day or two,

A TYPHOID FEVER PREVENTIVE,

The boiling of water before consumption
jssuggested 88 a preventive of typhoid
fever, but it i1 stated that much of the ice
subsequently put nto it is impore. Arti.
ficial 1ce, made either from known pure or
dustilled water, is suggested as 'gi‘:ll o
be desired. -

In this conneection it is pertinent to
state that there is more typhoid in couantry
towns than in the cities, The villages have
no sewers, aod wells and cesspools are
almost Ii:rnrnblr close together, and the
former, being the deepest, get the drainage
of the latter. On farms, uiso, 1t is quite
common to find abarn and stabling erceted
ona hifh piece of ground and the well sunk
on a lower level, s0 as to ecatech the
drainage. A little study of aip of the rock
strata in Western Peunaylvania would
obviate this danger. Experienced oil-well
drillers make thissstudy, and so locute
wells that the salt water arising will not get
into springs or wells in the vicinity.

STATE TROOPS AT MT. GRETNA.

Cases of Imsubordination, Inebriety amd
Bolsteraus Conduct Were Compicuonaly
Abseot—Military Etiqueito Was Not En=
forced aa it Shonld Nave Been.

Captain Clinton B. Sears, of the T, 8. A,
has furnished reports on the beaning of the

‘men and on the encampment io general of

the State troops as witnessed by him st Mt
Gretun,

The fine physical character and condition
of the men and the good sanitary eondition
of the camp, as well as the absence of
malingering, was shown by the average
daily sick report of only 35 3-5, or less than
one-half of 1 per cent among a foree of over

8,000 men. No eases of inebriety, insub-
ordination or boisterons conduct were ob-
served. The enlisted
a8 & body much superior to their compan
officers, a large majority of whom nplpu
to be carelesss in their dress, slouching in
their earrizge, slow and indecisive1n giving
their orders, and though generally zealous,
were often ¥ ignorant of thcﬁ' duties.
Military etiquette was found to be, asa
rule, deplorubly absent, except ‘mmong tne
field, brigade and division commissioned
and noo-commissioned officers who were
found to be neat in alert
and military in their bearing, and punc-
tilious in  their manner. Unbuttoned
blouses, elovenly general bearing, failure to
salute in ng or uidrmi& officers,
omission of the proper grade title, and a
general slackness of military bearing and a
lack of esprit de corps charneterized the
privates and non-commissioned officers.

Enowledge of the duties of guard monnt-
ing wns generally lacking on the part of
both officers and men. Too much time was
directed to inspections, reviews, and
maneuvers purely ceremonious and mnot
nearly enough to battalion and
especially skirmishing movements. Bat-
talion drills observed were not even fairly
executed. Not one of the sixcolonels knew
his tacties even decently, and none were
properly supported by their field o

It was recommended that an experienced
officer of the army be detailed for duty in
the State as inspector of smull arms practice,
